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“D.C. Bridges Deficient” 

So. Capitol St. Bridge Has Only Two Steel Beams

L ike the Minneapo¬ 
lis Bridge that col¬ 
lapsed recently, the 
So. Capitol St. Bridge lacks 
“redundancy.” 

It has only two horizon¬ 
tal steel beams, making it 
“fracture critical,” accord¬ 
ing to the American Society 
of Civil Engineers, quoted 
in The Washington Post of 
Aug. 5. 

The website of Bridge 
Design & Engineering cites 
a U of Minn, report on 
the Mpls bridge that “high¬ 
lighted the lack of redun¬ 
dancy in the main truss sys¬ 
tem... Only two planes of 
the main trusses supported 
the eight lanes of traffic,” 

Kathleen Penney, deputy 
chief engineer of the DC 
Dept, of Transportation, is 
quoted in The Post article 
as saying “If the Douglass 
Bridge [official name of the 
So. Capitol St. Bridge] were 
built today, the steel used 
would be 25% thicker, 
there would be more than 
two main beams in case 
one failed, and there would 
be far fewer welds and 
connections to minimize 
the number of corrosion and fatigue 


Aug., does not address the 
“fracture critical” design 
flaw in the bridge. 

A National Capital 
Planning Commission 
report states that the cost 
of replacing the bridge is 
$270 million with design 
planned for FY 2008-2010 
and construction scheduled 
from FY 2010-2013. 

The report states “Built 
in 1941, it was last reha¬ 
bilitated in 1976, and cur¬ 
rently has a sufficiency rat¬ 
ing of 50, which means its 
structural adequacy, safety, 
serviceability, and func¬ 
tion are seriously compro¬ 
mised. Trucks have been 
restricted from the outside 
travel lanes in both direc¬ 
tions. The main super¬ 
structure — made of steel 

— is afflicted with areas of 
severe rusting, section loss 
and paint failure.”

A ccording to Gordon Fraley of 
Waterfront Associates, Safeway 
has signed a letter of intent to 
the developers agreeing to move into 
the ground floor of the new building on 
the east side and nearly double in size to 
55,000 square feet in place of its present 
30,000 square feet location.

CVS Moves to Trailer Sep. 8-15;

A final meeting of the DC Zoning 
Commission on Sep. 17 is expected to 
give complete approval of the plan for 
redeveloping Waterside Mall, allowing 
demolition to begin, Fraley stated. 

As soon as CVS moves, the old mall 
will be closed and fenced off on all sides, 
with access continuing from M St. SW 
to the Waterfront Metro station and 


Immunization Records for Schools Registration

When the Mall - except Safeway and 
the two EPA towers - are demolished, 
construction will begin to put 4 th St. 
through from I St. SW to M St. SW, with 
two new office buildings, one on the east 
side and one on the west side of the new 
section of 4 th St. SW. The ground floors of 
each building will have retail space facing 

4 th St. SW.

Jean Macdonald — Obituary

J r ean “Jeannie” C. Macdonald 
I passed away on July 14 after a 
I brief illness (her husband, Don- 
d S. Macdonald, passed away in 
1993). 

Born in Pittsburgh, PA in 1923, 
Jeannie grew up in Bronxville, NY, 
where she was the eldest of four sib¬ 
lings. Wliile attending Simmons Col¬ 
lege in Boston, MA (where she gradu¬ 
ated in 1945), she met her husband 
Donald at a dance for military per¬ 
sonnel home on leave. They married 
in Carmel, CA in August 1945, just 
before Donald was posted to South 
Korea. Upon Donalds return from 
Korea, they established a successful 
secretarial business in Cambridge, 
MA, which they sold when Donald 
joined the Foreign Service in 1947. 
Jeannie and Donald had three sons: 
one who died in infancy in Washing¬ 
ton, DC in 1947; James Carroll Mac¬ 
donald, born in Seoul, Korea in 1949; 
and Thomson Stone Macdonald, born 
in Istanbul, Turkey in 1951. 

Jeannie embraced her role as a 
Foreign Service spouse with energy 
and dignity and was a true inter¬ 
national ambassador. She developed 
deep bonds of friendships wherever 
she went, and while stationed in the 
Washington, DC area, Jeannie worked 
at the Washington International Cen¬ 
ter, Meridian House, helping foreign 
visitors acclimate to their new envi¬ 
ronment. 

When Donald retired from the 
Foreign Service in 1969, Jeannie 
decided to become a teacher, earn¬ 
ing an MA from Shippensburg State 
College in Pennsylvania before mov¬ 
ing to Washington in 1971, where 
she began teaching in the DC Public 
Schools. She taught at Payne and 
Webb Elementary Schools, where she 
is remembered for her passion and 
commitment to teaching reading and 
writing. Jeannie subsequently earned 
a M.Ed. in Reading from Trinity Col¬ 
lege in Washington and remained a 
devoted teacher well past her retire¬ 
ment in 1993, volunteering at the 
Webb Elementary School Library. 

Jeannie is also remembered for her 
altruism and civic spirit. Shortly after 
she and Donald became homeowners 
at Harbour Square Cooperative in 
southwest Washington, DC in 1972, 
they became actively involved in the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly 
(SWNA). In 1982, together with her 
husband and several other community 
activists, Jeannie helped establish the 
Youth Activities Task Force (YATF), 
where she held various leadership posi¬ 
tions, including chairperson—a posi¬ 
tion she held at the time of her death. 


Through YATF, Jeannie developed 
summer sailing and rowing programs 
and established the Tae Kwon Do pro¬ 
gram for SW youth. She was especially 
proud of this program and regularly 
brought freshly baked cupcakes and 
newly laundered Tae Kwon Do suits 
to their sessions. The students would 
later say that their families and Jean- 
nie’s cupcakes were two of the things 
they valued the most. 

Both Donald and Jeannie served 
as SWNAs Secretary and regularly 
volunteered with SWNAs nomina¬ 
tions and elections committees. Jean¬ 
nie also authored several articles for 
The Southwester and was the lead 
organizer for the highly successful 
SWNA Antique Road Show auction 
fundraiser in October 2005. In addi¬ 
tion, Jeannie inspired neighborhood 
recognition and usage of the King- 
Greenleaf Recreation Center over the 
years and is sometimes dubbed the 
centers “Mother and Grandmother.” 
Jeannie was active in Harbour Square 
Co-operative where she was a member 
of both the Southwest Affairs and 
Landscaping Committees. While at 
Harbour Square, she (and her two 
cats—Suki and Opa) loved to enter¬ 
tain in her lovely home, which bor¬ 
dered the historic Wheat Row Houses, 
warmly welcoming her neighbors to 
an annual open house as well as many 
other informal events. 

Jeannie loved the Opera, mountain 
climbing, and gardening. She climbed 
Crotched Mountain in Francestown, 
NH every year; she climbed Mt. Fuji, 
she climbed in the Swiss Alps, and 
in 2000 she took a helicopter trip 
over the peak of Mt. Everest. Jeannie 
established herself at the Washington 
National Cathedral Greenhouse with 
her friendly and encouraging pres¬ 
ence, and spent many happy summers 
at her family cottage in Francestown 
NH, planting gardens and trees to 
attract hummingbirds. 

Jeannie is survived by her son, 
Thomson Stone Macdonald; her 
daughter-in-law, Priscilla Weston 
Howell; her two grandchildren, Galen 
Howell Macdonald and Eva Clare 
Howell Macdonald, and her niece, 
Mary Elizabeth Alpern, whom she 
loved as a daughter. 

A memorial service in Jeannie’s 
honor will be held September 8, at 
2 pm at St. Augustine’s Episcopal 
Church, 600 M Street, SW, Washing¬ 
ton, DC. All are invited. Jeannie will 
be buried in Francestown, NH. In lieu 
of flowers, gifts may be made in Jean¬ 
nie’s honor payable to SWNA-YATF 
for youth activities and scholarships 
and mailed to P.O. Box 70792, Wash¬ 
ington, DC, 20024.

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Southeastern University Gets Renovations 


S outheastern University launched a 
renovation of one of its academic 
wings as work started in late July at 
the main campus center in Southwest at 
501 I Street and the corner of 6 th Street 
SW. Technology and IT upgrades will 
enhance classes and professor-to-student 
communication, including interactive 
“white board” technology in three of the 
university’s largest classrooms. The reno¬ 
vations incorporate modern, leading-edge 
design elements at the standard for best- 
practices in education. New break-out 
group and team meeting spaces will be 
created while some academic office spaces 
are also undergoing improvements. 

A second phase will modernize South- 
easterns multi-purpose room and other 
areas classroom and office areas. Approxi¬ 
mately $ 1 million has been raised so far in 
federal funding for these capital improve¬ 
ments, and $1.6 million is appropriated 
in the 2008 District of Columbia budget. 
Other donors include the Fannie Mae 
Foundation, and several smaller private 
foundations, local businesses and indi¬ 
vidual donors. Southeastern has aligned 
strategic partners including: Perkins + 
Will (architects), Gilford Construction, 
Haworth (furniture), and Microsoft 
(classroom technology). The initial proj¬ 
ect is projected for completion in early 
autumn. 

Hi-tech classrooms are already featured 
in some campus spaces as well the South¬ 


eastern’s state-of-the- 
art Center for Allied 
Health, which cele¬ 
brates its first anniver¬ 
sary in September at 
its Greater Southeast 
Community Hospital 
location.
